
A White House panel appointed by President 
Johnson to study subsidies given various private 
organizations by the Central Intelligence Agency 
has put its stamp of approval on the CIA grants. 

Mr. Johnson agrees emphatically with the 
study group's preliminary report. 

The panel reported that the CIA did not 
act on Its own but rather was carrying out 
national policies originated in 1954 and con- 
tinued by succeeding Administrations. 

It pointed out that the support by the CIA 
“enabled many farsighted and courageous 
Americans to serve their country in times of 
challenge and danger to the United States 
and the free world.” 

Serious damage has been done to the image
